The Blue Army, Under Command of 


General Mills, Halts March of Red 


Army Upon New York City at Con­ 


necticut Border. 


Maneuvers Headquarters, Stratford, 
Conn., Aug. 15.—The Blue army tem­ 
porarily checked the advance of the 
Red army, which had been started 
with great energy west of Derby, and 
which was intended 
to enter New 
York stale at Mill Plain and Croton 
Dam. 
General Smith, the Red commander, 
bad evidently planned to send a heavy 
column of troops right through the 
Blue centre, anticipating no great re 
■(stance from the First New Jersey 
brigade of infantry, 
which 
he had 
learned was at Walnut Tree Hill. 
The enemy s column was headed by 
General W. A. Pew s First Massachu­ 
setts brigade and was on the march 
early. 
General Mills, the Blue com­ 
mander, at once threw his centre Into 
tile fight, and a picturesque battle in 
Huntington Centre was brought on, 
the outcome being that, while check­ 
ing the Red advance, the Blue itself 
I ad to fall bac k to the westward to 
c em ent rate Realizing that if the Reds 
got through his centre the Danbury 
base would be in danger of being cut 
off, General Mills ordered up the pro­ 
visional cavalry brigade under Colo­ 
nel James Parker to reinforce his left 
and then draw in the First Vermont 
and Fifth Cnited States regulars from 
the north. 
The 
cavalry 
began to 
threaten General Smith's right, and 
he found that concentration of his 
own force was necessary. 
Iii tailing back to a new position, 
General Mills has 
concentrated his 
forces on a line about northwest ti* 
southeast from Danbury on on** ex 
treme to Monroe on

has placed his supports In artillery 
and cavalry where 
they

On the other hand, General Smith, 
in being unable 
to

d en t’s veto Tuesday, re p a v e d the ve 
toed steel and iron tariff bill, within 
two hours after It had been returned 
from the White House with th e pres! 
dent's veto message. 
The vote was 173 to 83, a margin of 
only two votes more than the two 
thirds necessary to override the presi­ 
dent. 
The senate, at

Democratic cotton tariff bill, sent them 
a week ago by the house. Senator l^a 
Follette’s cotton bill substitute, which 
represented the views of the tariff 
board, was voted down, 46 to 16, and 
Mr. 1a Follette and eight other pro 
gressive Republicans later Joined the 
Democrats and passed the Democratic 
house cotton bill, 36 to 19.

was

pealing all but the pulp and palier sec 
Hon of the Canadian reciprocity law. 
The repassed steel bill was sen? 
Immediately to the senate, and r# 
posed with the wool bill among the 
papers technically on the desk of the 
president of the senate. 
Both incas 
tires will be called up Friday by Sena 
tor Simmons, and an attempt made to 
repass them, but the Demo ratio lead 
era have little hope that they can 
obtain the necessary two-thirds vote 
as did the house. 
Democratic Leader Underwood de 
mended Immediate action on the steel 
bill as soon as the president's veto 
message was received. 
There was a 
chorus of protests from the Republi­ 
can side, Minority le a d e r Mann de 
d arin g that only bills on the calen­ 
dar could be considered.

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CHAPTER XVI. 


In Which Ebenezer 
Capon 
Ta 
Sur­ 
prised. 
Before sunset that afternoon the San 
Jose was anchored behind the point 
by the Inlet. The fishing boats changed 
moorings and moved farther up, for 
not a single one of their owners would 
trust himself within & hundred yards 
of the stricken brigantine. 
The largest of the beach shanties, 
one which stood by itself a quarter of 
a mile from the light, was hurriedly 
prepared for use as a penthouse and 
the sick sailor was carried there on 
an Improvised stretcher.

They had left him because he was 
sure to die, lik e tim others, and, be­ 
sides, they knew some one would see 
the distress signals and investigate.
